-The object of the self-testing procedure 12 is to prevent data loss by using the 
appropriate refresh interval 10. Thus, during the self-testing procedure 12, an original test code 
is first written to a plurality of the memory cells 14, The memory cells are then refreshed several 
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times using the provided refresh interval 16. The saved test code is then read from the memory 
cell 18, and finally, the saved test code is compared with the original test code 20. An equal 
result obtained in step 20 indicates that the present refresh interval is sufficient to prevent data 
loss. An unequal result obtained in step 20 indicates that the present refresh interval is too long 
to sufficiently prevent data loss.-- 
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
